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Merit Plan Passed 


BOARD OF REVIEW 
TO BE NAMED AS 





This city’s long-discussed merit 
system for municipal employes 
was adopted by the Upland coun- 
cil last night. It will become ef- 
fective within 30 days. 

The ordinance, which lists in 
detail all the many phases of the 
merit, or civil service system, au- 
thorizes the council to appoint a 
“Board of Review” and a “person- 
nel clerk”, which will administer 
the plan. 

With two exceptions, the merit 
system includes all the city em- 
ployes who have been on the pay 
roll for at least six months. The 
| exceptions are the office of city 
judge and city attorney. 

Adoption of the ordinance was 
mere routine last night. It was 
listed on the agenda and Mayor 
Eugene G. Nisbet, who carefully 
follows the schedule of meeting 
topics, called for a vote. Ray R. 
Sherwood, who expressed opposi- 
tion to the measure at the out- 
set, voted against the proposal. 
All the other councilmen voted 
for it. 

The three members of the board 
of review are to serve without 
compensation, Their duties will 
be to hear appeals or grievances 
submitted by any person in the 
competitive service relative to any 
situation connected with his em- 
ployment status or condition of 
| employment. 

The personnel clerk is author- 

to prepare a_ classification 
plan, to formulate minimum 
standards and qualifications for 
each class of position and prepare 
and conduct examinations and to 
maintain lists of persons eligible 
for appointments. 

When a vacancy occurs, an ex- 
amination is to be conducted and 


|the appointment is to be based 


on the ratings in the tests. 

As to a retirement plan, re- 
garded as a “companion” to the 
merit system, a survey is being 
made to learn what it would cost 
the city to create a joint employe- 
employer fund. A report on this 


study is scheduled for the near 


future.
